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I HIS PAN -I LET is a revision of a publication f irst published by 
the National Council of Teachers of Mathematics in 1959 and 
revised in 1976. Several of the tests listed in the 1976 pamphlet are 
no ior.ge* available. 

The publication has been expanded to include mathematics 
tests available in Canada. The Canadian listings are interwoven 
with the United States listings. Several of the Canadian listings 
are identical to, or adaptations of, tests published in the United 
States. The publishers or Canadian distributors of such tests are 
given. 

The primary purpose of this pamphlet is to provide a compre- 
hensive listing of mathematics tests available in the United States 
and Canada that may assist educators in meeting their evaluation 
needs. The types of tests included are listed in the Contents. 
Tests covering mathematics from the primary school through the 
fir£two years of college are included. Tests designed for college 
placement are included in the "College-rela'ed" category. This" 
category includes a number of listings that would be appropriate 
ror program evaluation Or guidance at the high school or junior 
high school levels. Although the current listing <s intended to be 
complete, new tests are always being developed. The "Directory 
of Publishers'* on page 29 should be useful in getting infor na- 
tion on newly developed tests. Both United States and Canadian 
publishers are listed. 

The listing of a test does not constitute an endorsement by the 
National Council of Teachers of Mathematics or by ERIC 
Teachers and curriculum specialists who are interested in a 
particular test should request a sample copy from the publisher
